Information Disclosure Statement 

Applicant notes the filing of an Information Disclosure Statement herein on 
August 29, 2001 and a Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement filed on 
October 15, 2001 and notes that no copies of the PTO-1449's were returned with the outstanding 
Office Action. Applicant respectfully requests that the information cited on the PTO-1449's be 
made of record herein. 

Restriction Requirement 

Claims 1 through 65 are currently pending in the application and subject to a Restriction 
Requirement. Applicant notes that the Examiner has grouped the claims into two groups, namely 
Group I, claims 1-26 and Group II, claims 27-65, respectively corresponding to a substrate 
assembly and method of fabricating a substrate assembly. 

Applicant concurs with a restriction between the apparatus and method of fabricating 
same, but notes that, due to some unfortunate claim organization, the apparatus and method 
groupings actually are: 

Group I, apparatus claims 1-26, 44-55. Claims 44-55 comprise dependent claims 
depending, variously, from independent apparatus claims 1, 3, 5 and 15. 

Group II, method claims 27-43 and 56-65. 

Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, to prosecute the apparatus claims of Group 1, 
claims 1-26 and 44-55 as proposed to be regrouped above. 
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Applicants respectfully request a prompt action on the merits of claims 1-6 and 44-55.
